(17)** 

The followings are a few of the more interesting species of agarics that 
the writer has observed during these about ten years. There are a lot of others 
which he hesitates to record and which require further study. Five of the 
records are described as new, and three are new to the Japanese flora. All the 
collections were made by the writer, and have been deposited in his herbarium. 

108) Lepiota dmnamomea Hongo sp. nov. Pileo 2-5 cm lato, primum 
ovato, deinde convexo-expanso, margine saepe flexuosa, medio obtuse gibboso, 
sicco, cinnamomeo, tinctura leviter carnea, epidermide primo piloso-tomentosa, 
dein in granulis minutis disrupta; carne tenui (subcrassa in medio), alba, odore 
farinaceo, sapore miti ; lamellis liberis, confertis, albis, dein subcremeis, vent- 
ricosis, 4-7 mm latis; stipite 3.5-7 cm longo, 2.5-5 mm crasso, aequali, basi saepe 
incrassato, e medulloso-farcto cavo, albido, dein leviter carneolo, deorsum 
squamulis minutis, granulosis, brunneis punctato, apice pruinoso; annulo super- 
ioro, albo, augusto, fugaci; sporis in cumulo albis, sub microscopio hyalinis, 
ellipsoideis, laevibus, 4-6 X2.3-2.7 /j, pseudoamyloideis; basidiis tetrasporis, 
15-21x5-7 fjt; cellulis aciei lamellarum vesiculosis vel clavatis; hyphis super- 
ficialibus pilei 300-450x9-15^, flavo-brunneis; fibulis praesentibus. 

Hab. On soil under planted Rhododendron, near Ishiyama-dera, Otsu-city, 
Sept. 15, 1958 (no. 1866-type) ; Oct. 3, 1958 (no. 1901). 

Distr. Endemic (Kyoto, Shiga). 

Not uncommon, from summer to autumn. (Section: Ovisporae) 

109) PsatEyrella spintrigera (Fr.) Konr. et Maubl. Les Agaricales 1: 

128. 1948 —Slropharia spintrigera (Fr.) Quel., 1883 —Hypholoma spintrigera 

(Fr.) Konr. et Maubl., 1937. 

Spores 6.5-8X4.2-4.8 //, oval to ellipsoid, smooth, grayish brown under 
the microscope in KOH, with a hyaline apical pore; basidia four-spored, 
13.5-16x7-8 ; cheilocystidia numerous, 26-41x10,5-16.5saccate or fusoid- 
ventricose with obtuse or rounded apices; pleurocystidia none. 

Hab. Gregarious on the ground amongst dead leaves and branches in

deciduous forest (Fagus crenata and Quercus mongolica var. grosseserratd ), 
Ashiu, Miyama-cho, Kyoto-pref., Sept, 28, 1963 (no. 2780). 

Distr. Europe. New to Japan (Kyoto). 

Ill. Lange, FL Agar. Dan. pi. 143, A; Kuhn, and Romagn. FI. Anal. 368, 
f. 503. 

Probably not uncommon in deciduous woods. Differs from P. spintrigeroides 
Orton and P. xanthocystis Orton (= Stropharia spintrigera var. semivestita J. 
Lange) in somewhat smaller sports and absence of facial cystidia. 

110 Stropharia aenigkosa (Fr.) Quel. f. brusameola Hongo f. nov. 
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A forma typica differt pileo pallide brunneolo. 

Pileus (1.5) 3-6 cm broad, convex then flattened and often slightly umbonate, 
slimy viscid, pale grayish brown or pale pinkish brown with darker umbo, often 
variegated with yellow, covered when young, especially round the margin, with 
fugacious, white, floccose scales, the margin incurved at first. Context whitish, 
thin except at the umbo; odor slight, taste mild. Lamellae adnate, subdistant, 
broad, white then purplish gray, at length dark fuscous, white-fimbriate at the 
edge. Stipe (2.5)3-5 cm long, (3)5-8 mm thick, equal, whitish or tinged with 
yellow, covered with white, floccose, fugacious squamules below the ring, some¬ 
what pruinose above the ring, hollow. Ring white, striate on the upper-side, 
floccose on the under-side, distant or subdistant, rather fugacious. Spores dark 
purplish-brown in mass, dull yellowish brown under the microscope in KOH, 
6.5-8x3.7-4.8ellipsoid, smooth, apical pore present but apex not truely 
truncate; basidia four-spored; cheilocystidia very abundant, 30-43x6.5-12.5^, 
filamentous-clavate to capitate, often flexuous, thin-walled, hyaline ; pleurocystidia 
scattered, 28-31(40) x8.5-ll usually mucronate, with a yellowish highly refrac¬ 
tive amorphous body when revived in KOH; clamp connections present. 

Hab. Gregarious on the ground in both pine and deciduous forests, Senjo, 
Otsu-city, Sept. 28, 1964 (no. 2951); near Mikuni-toge, Nadasho-mura, Fukui- 
pref., Oct. 27, 1964 (no. 2999-type). 

Distr. Endemic (Shiga, Fukui). 

Readily distinguished from the typical form (f. aeruginosa) by the brownish 
color. 

Ill) Naematolosna margismtum (Fr.) Karst. Finl. Basidsv. 243. 1887— 
Hypholoma dispersum (Fr.) Qu61., 1872. 

Spores 7.5-9.5x4.5-5.5 //, ellipsoid, smooth, dull yellow brown under the 
microscope in KOH, with a hyaline apical pore; basidia four-spored; pleuro¬ 
cystidia numerous, 37-47(61) x7.5-10.5 //, mucronate or clavate, with a highly 
refractive amorphous body; cheilocystidia abundant, 22-25x4.5-6.5^, cylindric 
to ventricose, with obtuse apices, hyaline. 

Hab. Gregarious on and around very rotten stumps in plantation of Picea , 
near Chojidani, Ashiu, Miyama-cho, Kyoto-pref., Oct. 28, 1964 (no. 3005). 

Distr. Europe, North America, Australia. New to Japan (Kyoto). 

Ill. Konr. and Maubl., Ic. Sel. F. pi. 56 1 ; Bresadola, Ic. Myc. pi. 848; 
Kiihner, Bull. Soc. Myc. Fr. 52: 21, f. 2. 1936; Lange, FI. Agar. Dan. pi. 145, 
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Easily recognizable by the somewhat bell-shaped, tawny cap and the silky- 
fibrillose slender stem. Probably not uncommon. 

112) Hebeloma vmosophyllum Hongo sp. nov. Pileo 1.5-4 cm lato, 
convexo, deinde convexo-expanso, obtuso, glabro, viscido, e eburneo gilvo-argil- 
laceo, albido in zona maginali, margine primum involuta et velo fimbriata; 
carne medio subcrassa, in margine tenui, alba vel albida, odore obsoleto vel 
subfarinaceo, sapore subamaro; lamcllis adnexis, profunde emarginatis, subcon-

sporis in cumulo vinaceo-ferrugineis, sub microscopio ferrugineis, amygdaliform- 
ibus, punctatis-verrucosis, 10-11.5x7-8// (vel 9.5-11 x6-7 //) ; basidiis plerumque 
tctrasporis, paucis bisporis, 22-27x7.5-9//; pleurocystidiis sparsis, in parte 
inferiore ventricosis et in parte superiore rostratis vel filamentosis, apicem versus 
attenuatis, hyalinis, tenuitunicatis, 33-37x10-13.5 //; cbeilocystidiis numerosissimis, 
pleurocystidiis simillimis vel sublageniformibus, 28-44x8.5-21//; hyphis omnibus 
tramatis fibulatis. 

Hab. Scattered, gregarious or subccspitose on the ground both in broad¬ 
leaved ( Castanopsis , Quercus , etc.) and conifer ( Pinus ) forests, Mii-dera, Otsu- 
city, July 8, 1958 (no. 1805); Ishizue, Otsu-city, Sept. 2, 1960 (no. 2093); July 
17, 1961 (no. 2294-type) ; July 12, 1962 (no. 2513). 

Distr. Endemic (Shiga, Tokyo, Saitama). 

Rather common from summer to autumn. The present fungus is remarkable 
for the colors of its gills and the spore-mass, which are very like those of H . 
sarcophyllum Peck. But according to Dr. M. Josserand’s personal information, 
H. sarcophyllum is a larger and stouter species with different shaped cystidia. 

113) Cortimo-rius ciimamomeoides Kongo sp. nov. Pileo 2.5-7 cm lato, 
convexo-expanso, gibbo, margine primum incurvata, sicco, innato-fibrilloso 
squamulosove, ochraceo-brunneo; carne subtenui, e pallide subochraceo sordida, 
odore obsoleto, sapore miti; lamellis ex adnato emarginatis, subdistantibus (L= 
28-42; 7=3-7), latis (3-10 mm), acide suberosis, laete ochraceis, dein cinna- 
momeo-ferrugineis; stipite 3-6 cm longo, 5-10 mm crasso, aequali vel basi in- 
crassato, e farcto cavo, subfibrilloso, ochraceo, inferne mycelio sulphureo prae- 
dito; cortina ochracea, fugaci; sporis sub microscopio ferrugineo-fulvis, ellip- 
soideo-amygdaliformibus, minute punctatis, 6.5-8x4-5/z; basidiis tetrasporis, 
19-27x6-7 acie lamellarum fertili; tramate hymenophorali in KOH atro- 
cyanescente; hyphis omnibus fibulatis. 

Hab. Gregarious on the ground in pine forest, Hiratsu, Otsu-city, Nov. 2, 
1955 (no. 1353); Nov. 14, 1960 (no. 2184-type) ; Nov. 27, 1961 (no. 2443); Nov. 
2, 1964 (no. 3012). 

Distr. Endemic (Shiga). 
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A pine-wood species. Differs from C. cinnamomeus (Fr.) Fr. and its elatives 
in the dark-bluish staining of the gill-trama with KOH. 

114) Cortiimrius galcroides Hongo sp. nov. Pileo 1-2.5 cm lato, conico, 
deinde expanso, acute umbonato, glabro, argillaceo-ochraceo, centro obscuriori, 
hygrophanOj in humidis longe transparenter striato, in siccis pallide alutaceo; 
carne tenui, fragilissima, superficiei subconcolori, hygrophana, odore saporeque 
nullo ; lamellis adnatis, secedentibus, distantibus (L= 18-21; /= 1—3), intervenosis,

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ventricosis, 2-4 mm latis, pallidis, dein cinnamomeis; stipjte 2.5-4 cm longo, 
1-3 mm crasso, aequali vel deorsum attenuato, saepe compresso, subflexuoso, 
pallide alutaceo, albo-sericeo-fibrilloso dein glabro, apice pruinoso, cavo; cortina 
parca, fugacissima; sporis sub microscopio ferrugineo-fulvis, ellipsoideis, asperulis 
vel fere laevibus, 8-10x4.5-6/*; basidiis tetrasporis, 24-28x7.5-8.5 /*; cystidiis 
cheilocystidiisque nullis; fibulis praesentibus. 

Hab. Gregarious on the ground in evergreen broad-leaved forest ( Casta - 
nopsis ), Kurozu, Otsu-city, Oct. 8, 1964 (no. 2973-type). 

Distr. Endemic (Shiga). 

Very near to C. acutus (Fr.) Fr. sensu Favre, from which it differs in the 
absence of marginal cystidia. C. ammophilus Pearson differs in its rimose cap 
and purplish flesh. 

115) Russula aerugiuea Lindblad ex Fr. Monogr. Hymen. 2: 198. 1863— 
R. grciminicolor (Seer.) Quel., 1886. 

Pileus 10cm broad, olive green, striate at the margin; spores 6.5-8 x5.5-7/*, 
subglobose, shortly warted, with few connecting lines; spore-print creamy; 
basidia four-spored. 

Hab. On the ground under .Betula grossa in deciduous forest, Ashiu, 
Miyama-cho, Kyoto-pref., July 22, 1964 (no. 2902). 

Distr. Europe. New to Japan (Kyoto, Kagawa). 

Ill. Cooke, Ill. Brit. F. pi. 1090 (1027); Lange, FI. Agar. Dan. pi. 188, C; 
Wakef. and Dennis. Comm. Brit. F. pi. 47, f. 4; J. Schaeffer, Die Russulae, pi. 
4, f. 15. 

A birch-wood species, probably not uncommon. Edible. Differs from R. 
heterophylla (Fr.) Fr. and the green form of R. cyanoxantha (Seer.) Fr. in the 
cream-colored gills.
